rebuttal and indicated it would 


today or tomorrow morning. 

Dr. J. Wesley Faust, general 
practitioner, and Dr. Charles M. 
Stemen, surgeon, both of Kansas 
City, Man., testified for the defense 
that in the absence of a complete 
autopsy they would not care to 
give any opinion as to the cause 
of Mrs.’Shepard’s death. 

Dr. Faust, who served as an 
Army physician six months in the 
World ‘War, testified in response 
to a hypothetical defense question 
that “this is not a typical case of 
mercurial poisoning.” 


Dr. Faust testified mercury is 
absorbable when taken into the 
mouth as a mouth wash. The de- 
tense previously had established 
that an Army dentist prescribed a 


mouth wash containing bichloride 


of mercury for Mrs. Shepard. 

On eross- examination, Dr. Faust 
said the discovery of two or three 
grains of mercury found in the vis- 
cera, as Government witnesses tes- 
tified, tended to indicate consider- 
ably more than that amount of 
mercury had been in the body. 
“The presence.of mercury was pre- 
sumptive evidence of mercurial poi- 
soning,” he said, adding that He 
could not be certain without a com- 
plete autopsy. 

Maj. C. J. Kentzkow, chief of the 
laboratory at the Fitzsimmons Gen- 
eral Hospital, Denver, testified “in 
any case where poison is suspected 
I would make a complete autopsy, 
including examination of the brain, 
the heart and the lungs.” 

Gentzkow said he had heard all 
the testimony as to the symptoms 
in Mrs. Shepard’s case. Personal- 
ly, I would not want to hazard an 
opinion as to the cause of death,“ 
he added. . 

The defense recalled Maj. E. J. 
Strickler, chief of the medical serv- 
ice at Fort Riley, Kan., who was 
the first physician summoned by 
Shepard when Mrs. Shepard was 
seized with her fatal illness. Strick- 
ler reiterated that Mrs. Shepard’s 
condition was due to excessive use 
of alcohol and that a stomach 
pump was not used because symp- 
toms did not indicate it necessary, 

Before the noon recess, six Gov- 
ernment witnesses testified they 
had never seen Mrs. Shepard take 
a drink or in a state of intoxica- 
tion. All said they knew her at 
various army posts where Shepard 
was stationed.

rique Olaya Herrera yesterday re- 
peated the Liberater’s last plea for 
South American unity. 

“Tet us maintain alive the fer- 
vent call to union which he left 
us as his last will, “President Olaya 
said. “On behalf of Colombia, I 
ask you to remain united so that 
you may not become the assassins 
of the nation.and your own execu- 
tioners.”’ 

Representatives of Venezuela, 
Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia and Pana- 
ma, the five other nations which 
owe their freedom from Spain to 
Bolivar, were among those who 
joined in honoring the memory of 
the Liberator. 

To them President Olaya said: 
“The people of Colombia offer you 
its hand as a sign of fraternal 
friendship, which will join our na- 
tions in a sole aim of justice and 
unified search for happiness.” 

The thousands who came to this 
ancient seacoast village, where 
Bolivar died friendless on Dec. 17, 
1830, and where his heaft is buried, 
later attended a four-hour mass at 
a cathedral. They filled the 300. 
year-old church and packed the 
plaza outside. President Olaya and 
his party were present. 

As the cathedral service closed, 
a squadron of 10 Colombian army 
airplanes circled overhead. 

American tourists stood about in 
small groups. 

On behalf of President Hoover, 
Laverne Baldwin, United States 
Consul, presented to President 
Olaya a bronze wreath sent by air- 
plane from Washington. 


Hoover Says All American Nations 
Owe Debt to Bolivar. 


By Associated Press 
MSHINGTON I Dec. 18.—Presi- 

dent Hoover paid tribute to Simon 
Bolivar, South American liberator, 
in a statement that “all the na- 
tions of the American Continent 
owe him a debt of gratitude.“ The 
statement was read by Secretary of 
State Stimson yesterday at cere- 
monies at the Pan-American Union. 

“The people of the United States 
join with me,” the President had 
written, “in honoring the memory 
of the great liberator, Simon Boli- 
var. All the nations of the Amer- 
ican Continent owe him a debt of 
gratitude not only because of his 
military achievements, but also by 
reason of his prophetic political vi- 
sion which enabled him to lay the 
foundations of Pan-Americanism as 
well as to foresee the important 


part which the nations of America 


are called upon to play in world 
affairs.” 

Stimson said Bolivar “is one of 
the few figures in history whose 
stature and influence, far from be- 
ing dimmed by the progress of 
time, grow with each succeeding 
year.”

National Commission Subcom.

NEW YORK, Dec, 18.—Four 
recommendations which, if put into 
effect would constitute a nation- 
wide codification of psychiatric 
practice in courts and prisons, er- 


tend the ability of the judiciary to 


weed out for special treatment cases 
among prisoners brought before the 
bench and eliminate the “battle of 
experts” in sanity cases, are made 
in the report to the National Crime 
Commission yesterday by its sub- 
committee on the medical aspects 
of crime. 

The report, released five years 
after the organization of the com- 
mission by the late Elbert H. Gary, 
is based on studies of the commiite 
tee in conjunction with the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, the American 
Medical Association and the Amer- 
ican Psychiatric Association on 
questionnaire bent to 2914 Judges 
in various states, and to 401 penal 
and correctional institutions—the 
first national survey of the field yet 
attempted. As a result the com- 
mittee recommends: 

Establishment by the states of 
institutions for varying types of of- 
fenders, allowing a greater degree 
of classification and segregation. 
Constitution by the larger courts 
of their own psychiatric clinics and 
organization by the states of pay- 
chiatric services available to the 
lesser judiciary so as to furnish a 
staff of “competent and impartial 
phychiatrists, psychologists and so- 
cial investigators.” 

Extension by the states of the 
principle of the indeterminate sen- 
tence, allowing greater latitude te 
Judges in the disposition of prison- 
ers to the various types of institu- 
tions. 

Legislation by the states mod- 
eled on the Briggs law of Massa- 
chusetts, providing for the mental 
examination of all capital offenders 
under state authority to make im- 
partial data available to the courts 
in advance of trial and to eliminate 
“the scandal attendant upon the 
prevalent system of psychiatric ex- 
pert testimony” to which the com- 
mittee refers as a battle of ex- 
perts.”

United States Senator. He died at 
a hospital here yesterday after an 

operation for hernia Monday. 

Funeral services will be held Sat-

Congregational Church here. Burial 
will de in St. Albans. 

Two sons, Stuart of Boston and 
Capt. Richard Greene, U. 8. A., Who 
is stationed at Fort Bill, Ok., are 
on the way here today. Capt 
Greene plans to make most of the. 

journey by airplane. 

Senator Greene's wife and au 
ter, Mrs. Harris Alexander, were at 
his side when he died. 

Partly Paralyzed Since 1924, — 

Senator Greene had been partly 
paralyzed since 1924 when he was 
struck by a stray bullet fired in a 
pistol fight between bootleggers and 
prohibition agents in Washington. 
For days his life was despaired of. 
During that time he showed 
his support to President Coolidge,.

Of . 7 into the Senate chamber to vote in 
e. 1 support of President Coolidge’s 
veto of the bonus bill. His right 
arm was paralyzed and one leg 
affected by the wound. 

He was born Feb. 10, 1870, 
the son of Lester Bruce Greene, for 
some time secretary and treasurer 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. His father’s iliness 
forced him to sell papers, run er- 
rands, be a janitor and do farm 
work to aid in the support of the 
famils. 

In 1891 he became a reporter for 
the S.. Albans Daily Messenger and 
eight years later was its editor. 

Spanish War Veteran. 

He enlisted in the Vermont Na- 
tional Guard in 1888 and rose from 
the ranks to a captaincy. At the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American 
War he recruited Company B, First 
Regiment, Vermont Volunteer In- 
fantry, and at the close of the war 
was commissioned a Colonel and 
ald-de-camp on tse staff of the at 
Governor of Vermont.

Judge Mulroy immediately ap- 
pointed State Senator Richard F.

Cause of Trouble. 

The company, capitalized at 33. 
000, 000 and occupying quarters at 
1259 Delaware avenue, St. Louis 
County, was said to be carrying a 
large amount of contingent Mabili- 
ties due to the depression in the 
sugar industry, the chief market 
for the company’s machinery.

This work is part of the program 
for relief of traffic congestion in 
the vicinity of St. Louis, a consid- 


erable part of which has been car- 
ried out already.

Completion of the new route 
for United States Highway No. 
66 between St. Louis and a con- 
nection with No. 50 at Gray’s 
Summit, Franklin County. This 
will be paved 40 feet wide be- 
tween the city limits and Lind- 
bergh boulevard, by way of Wat- 
son road, and will be 20 feet wide 
beyond. _No. 66 will be carried 
over Lindbergh boulevard on an 
ornamental viaduct. Bridges will 
be built over the Meramec River 
south of ~ Osage Hills and at 
Times Beach. A section of the 
pavement was completed this 
year between Vandover road, 
south of Valley Park, and Times 
Beach. 

Construction of the new State 
route No. 99, from the city lim- 
its at Hall’s Ferry road and 
Kingshighway Northwest to the 
approach of the Lewis and Clark 
bridges. This will be paved 40 
feet wide between the city and 
the intersection of No, 77 (the 
belt highway), at a point north 
of the St. Louise Training School 
for the Feeble-Minded. Pav- 
ing beyond will be 20 feet wide. 

Pavement of No. 77 between 
No. 99 and the city limits close 
to the Chain of Rocks Bridge, 
and grading of No. 77 between 
No. 99 and St. Charles road at 
Pattonville. The latter section, 
to be paved in 1932, will skirt 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and run 
south of Florissant. The State 
recently finished No. 77 between 
Pattonville and Mehlville on Le- 
may Ferry road, and the county 
named No. 77, including the Den- 
ny road section, Lindbergh boule- 
vard. 

Widening of United States 
Highway No. 61 (Lemay Ferry 
road) from 18 to 40 feet between 
Point Breeze and Mehlville. It is 
now 40 feet wide between the 
city and Point Breeze, 


Plans for New Bridge. 
Cutler said it was hoped to award 
a contract next autumn for the 
substructure of a new bridge over 
the Missouri River for United 
States Highway No. 40, near Wel- 
don Springs, St. Charles County, 
and northwest of Chesterfield. This 
is part of the so-called superhigh- 
way, the route for which through 
St. Louis County has been a mat- 
ter of controversy. Opponents of 
the route preferred by the High- 
way Department, in the vicinity of 
Clayton and Conway roads, are to 
be heard by the State Highway 
Commission on Jan. 13 and will 
suggest an alternate routing. 
Most of the southern road to 
Jefferson City, No. 50, will be paved 
by the end of next year and the 
balance done in 1932, Cutler an- 
nounced. The Chamber of Com- 
merce insisted some time ago that 
this improvement was necessary. 
No. 50 is paved between St. Louis 
and Union. A contract will be 
awarded soon for pavement be- 
tween Union and Leslie. “The 
stretch from Leslie to Drake will 
be paved in 1932. A contract has 
been awarded for concrete between 
Drake and Mount Sterling. From 
Mount Sterling to Loose Creek the 
slab will be laid in 1932. Paving 
is virtually completed between 
Loose Creek and Linn. The sec- 
tion between Linn and the Osage 
River will be paved in 1932, and 
there is pavement from the Osage 
to Jefferson City. The unpaved 
sections between Jefferson City 
and Kansas City will be concreted 
in 1932. 

From Quincy to Arkansas. 

United States Highway No. 61 
will be paved all the way from a 
point opposite Quincy, III., to the 
Arkansas line, via St. Louis, next 
year, Cutler said. Only a small 
portion in the southern section, 
between Benton and Sikéston, 
awaits completion after this win- 
ter. On the northern part there is

GREEK TEMPLE FOUND 
ON ANGENT CY SI 


Explorers in Trans-Jordania Ex- 
cavate Ruins Under .20 
Feet of Debris. 


By the Associated Press. 
JERUSALEM, Dec, 18. —The 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency learns 
that a large colonnaded court and 


the beautiful Temple of Artemis, 
one of the principal deities of 
Greek mythology, were uncovered 
yesterday at Jerash by the joint 
expedition of Yale University and 
the American School. of Oriental 
Research in Jerusalem. 

Jerash, the ancient Greek city of 
Gerasa, in Transjordania, is be- 
lieved to be the biblical Ramoth 
Gilead. As late as the second and 
third centuries of the Christian era 
it was a center of Greek civilization 
devoted to the worship of Artemis. 
The ruins were found in 1806. 

The clearing was difficult, as the 
debris reached down 20 feet amid 
the magnificent stones that have 
fallen from the walls of the tem- 
ple, one of the best presersed 
buildings of Roman times, but the 
portico and corridors uncovered in- 
dicate that the base of the great 
altar will be found soon. Two fine 
mosaic floors with inscriptions were 
laid bare and hundreds of coins 


buildings from Arab, Byzantine 
and Roman times. 

Later buildings and debris cover 
the newly discovered small temple 
with an altar and column base. 
Dozerfs of plundered tombs, com- 
plete with great Deks and chains, 
were found. They contain the re- 
mains of offerings for the dead, 
including terra cotta figurines, 
masks, lamps and a great variety 
of vessels.

After various vicissitudes, Janin 
asserts he escaped from Russia with 
the remains, which he took ‘to 
France and offered fo the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, who declined-to ac- 
cept their custody.

Senators Hawes of Missouri, Pitt- 
man of Nevada, Smith of South, 
Carolina, Wagner oi New York and 
Tidings of Maryland, all Demo- 
crats, voted against McNinch’s con- 
firmation. Chairman Cuzens of 
Michigan, Senators Howell of Ne- 
braska, Brookhart of Iowa, Goff of 
West Virginia, Glenn oi Illinois, 
Kean of New Jersey, Hastings of 
Delaware, all Republicans, and 
Senators Wheeler of Montana and 
Barkley of Kentucky, Democrats, 
voted for a favorable report. 

The vote was taken after Sena- 
tor-elect Bailey and Representative 
Lindsey Warren, both of North 
Carolina, opposed MeNimch's con- 
firmation and Senator Cameron 
Morrison, recently appointed to 
succeed the late Senator Overman, 
pleaded for a favorable report, 
mentioning that McNinch was an 
elder in the Presbyterian Church 
and his neighbor.

The committee was more inter-

When he was on the stand 
last week McNinch was not inter- 
rogated as to his views regarding 
Federal regulation or his attitude 
on Government operation of hydro- 
electric power plants, as were all 
the other nominees.

Great Britain, on 
the other hand, is struggling along/on a basis of only 
$750,000,000. Great Britain is on a gold standard, 
and any further drain must seriously affect her 
fiscal position. Add the perilous state of her finances 
to British industrial difficulties, unemployment and 
overpopulation, and it isn’t hard to see why some 
Englishmen are calling for strong men to set them 
right again.” . ; j 
Secretary Mellon has insisted that the war debts 
and reparations aré not related, an economic fiction. 
in which both Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Hoover have 
acquiesced. Yet Germany under the Young plan is 
compelled to provide all of this money which the 
Allies are paying on their account with Uncle Sam. 
In the fiscal year beginning next April 1, she is 
obligated to pay $400,000,000. Meanwhile, Germany is 
not able to balance her national budget. Her present 
deficit is about $300,000,000. Since the war she has 
borrowed outside the echntry some $5,000,000,000 and 
has paid on reparations less than half as much, which 
plainly shows that such payments have been made 
out of borrowings and not out of revenues and ip 
dustrial earnings. The whole problem of this vicious 
circle myst inevitably be considered by Congress. As 
pointed out recently in the Nagazine of Wall Street 
by Louis T. McFadden, chairman of the House Bank- 
ing Committee, neither the Allies nor the American 
bankers who have been lending mohey to Germany 
agree with our administration that the war debts and 
reparations are not one and the same thing. Said 
Mr. McFadden: “The Allies feel that they cannot 
pay us unless Germany pays them, and our interna- 
tional bankers agree with them that in fact the 
two are one and inseparable.” oe 
It is the interdependence of nations that has 
brought the world to its present economic plight. Not 
one of them has been able to escape the fate of all. 
If, as the Baltimore Sun points out, the gold handed 
over to us a few days ago by Great Britain is a 
serious matter to tke international economy, how 
long can we continue to deny that the fortunes of 
Great Britain are indissolubly linked with our own? 
Mr. McFadden thinks that the whole, scheme of war 
debts and reparations has involved us in a muddle 
from which we may not be able to escape exeept by 
cancellation. Whether this is true or not, the spec- 
tacle of impoverished Europe, plagued as she is with 
unemployment and business depression, stepping up 
this week to make her semi-annual payment to us 
shows that blood can be squeezed out of a turhip. 
But who knows how many times $11,000,000,000 it 
would probably cost us actually to collect all that 
money? 
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A BRAVO FOR THE LONGWORTHS. 

When the President dined at the Longworths' 
home Tuesday night an old Washington custom gave 
way to the new. Heretofore the President has ap- 
peared at the dinner tables of the Vice President 
and all the Cabinet officers before taking pot luck 
with the Speaker.

The British Commons were agitated recently by 
the question of the Sultan Mkwawa’s skull, which 
Germany solemnly pledged herself in the treaty of 
Versailles to return to the East African tribe which 
worshiped that grisly relic.

Mkwawa was a native chieftain who resisted the 
German invasion of his territories back in the 908, 
and as a result suffered the loss of his head. When 
the rest of the world was dividing the World War 
loot, the tribe sent a delegation to Versailles in quest 
of the missing cranium.

Steadily increasing total of bank suspensions has reached in 1930 high mark of decade; 
depositors’ panics, bad banking judgment and farm value deflation among causes; 
sfate guaranty funds shows this method has failed; best preventive 
now being applied is merger; simpler laws and better banking supervision needed.

And this is without Novem- 
ber. It seems probable that suspensions for 
November will exceed 150, and that the de- 
posits, involved will be close to $100,000,000, 
One of the November failures alon2 involves 
deposits of¢$40,000,000. It is the National 
Bank of Kentucky of Louisville, the largest 
national bank that ever failed. (A Decem- 
ber closing was that of the Bank of Unit- 
ed. Stdtes in New York, which, with its 
59 branches, had deposits of $203,000,000. 
This was the largest bank failure ever re- 
corded in this country.—Editor’s note.) 
What do these failures mean? In the first 
place, depositors do not always lose their 
money. Frequently the stockholders of the 
suspended bank will make good the impair- 
ment so that it may reopen or get another 
bank to assume its deposit liabilities. Or 
enough may be realized on its assets to pay 
out in full. More frequently there is a loss. 
Nor is the depositor the only loser. Peo- 
ple who have borrowed from the bank find 
suddenly that they must satisfy an altered 
and importunate c. ed ., and in many cases 
their loss will seem as substantial as that 
of the depositors.

At the critical mo- 
ment Fouche secretly summoned 
Bonaparte, who speedily dispatched 
the Directory and deposed Barras 
and the other directors. Napoleon 
retained Fouche as Minister of Po- 
lice, but finally this implacable, re- 
lentless man was too much for 
him. He would come each day 
with his tireless efficiency to place 
before Napoleon his reports of 
what had happened in the previous 
24 hours. They were disturbing, 
these reports: they involved Na- 
poleon's friends, his numerous 
relatives, the women he favored. 
He gave Fouche an enormous sum 
of money to retire to a remote 
Lrovince. 

With his cold, calculating intel- 
lect, Fouche foresaw the downfall 
of the Corsican upstart and helped 
materially. to bring it about, 
through intrigues with Metternich 
and the Duke of Wellington. Even 
though he engineered the return of 
Louis XVIII, he survived the hun- 
dred days of Napoleon’s return— 
the fear in which he was held in- 
sured his safety. But when Louis 
XVIII was again enthroned, he was 
forced into permanent exile—one 
of the murderers of Louls XVI was 
not to be endured at the court. 

The only country in Europe that 
would have this.man was Austria 
and Metternich made it a condi- 
tion of his residence there that he 
live at a remote distance from 
Vienna. His life closed in a small 
provincial town. And it should be 
added that he had the decency, or 
at any rate the discretion, to burn 
his private papers before his death. 
They contained sufficient scandal 
to blacken nearly every great name 
in Europe. 

It is this man whom Zweig rep- 
resents as the arch-diplomatist, the 
most remarkable politician the 
world has ever known. Zweig 
sees the workings of this Machia- 
vellian type of mind throughout 
the history of the past 150 years. 
Behind the scenes these calculating, 
light-fingered gentlemen play with 
the destinies of nations. It is to 
their machinations that Zweig, in 
his introduction, ascribes the dis- 
aster of 1914. The picture is a 
highly dramatic one but it is more 
than possible that it contdins a 
germ of truth. And Balzac’s con- 
tention may be correct. Fouche 
may have been acting from the 
deepest love for France. It was 
Samuel Johnson who denounced 
patriotism as the last refuge of a 
scoundrel. And it is not neces- 
sarily a conscious refuge; it may 
be the final rationalization of the 
Machiavellian mind; a protective 
device naively assumed to cloak all 
the sins and stupidities of personal 
ambition and desire.

Mussolini Declares Rest of 
World Talks. of Peace, 
Prepares for War. 


— 


us the Associated Press, 
ROME, Dec. 18 in the grip of 
an economic depression which 
makes retrenchment imperative all 
along the line, Italy cannot reduce 
her military expenditures, Premier 
Mussolini told the Senate this aft- 
ernoon, “while the rest of the 
world talks peace and prepares 
feverishly for war.” 

Mussolini blamed Italy’s situa- 
tion on the financial crisis in the 
United States last October, assert- 
ing that the crash there had left 
Italy with a national deficit of $50,- 
000,000, 

“Our battle is not lost,” the Pre- 
mier said, “but we must economize 
and we must put aside any tempta- 
tions to make new expenditures.” 

He was speaking on the recent 
12 per cent reduction of all state 
salaries, and he recalled that al- 
though the past summer had been 
burdensome because of confusion 
in the banking situation, the clos- 
ing of tellers’ windows coincided 
with the opening of prisons for 
many bank directors.” ’ 

Mussolini said he had given or- 
ders that passports may be issued 
to everybody who wants them for 
every ocuntry except the United 
States, explaining that, although 
many Italians have left their coun- 
try, almost all of them had come 
back, 

“In these times,“ he said, “life is 
not easy in any country.“ 

The Government could not with- 
hold payment of interest on the 
public debt, he pointed out, and 
neither could it reduce military ex- 
penditures,” because the nation 
cannot think of abolishing indis- 
pensable defenses while the rest of 
the world talks peace and prepares 
feverishly for war.“ 

To improve the situation of the 
farmers, on whom the fate of the 
nation depends, said he, the Gov- 
ernment was obliged to cut all 
prices of production. 

“After a month,” the Premier 
said, “we must recognize the fact 
that the Italian people have shown 
magnificent discipline.” 

Speaking of the general econom- 
ic crisis which grips all of Europe, 
he declared that “nobody could 
think that treaties made in 1919 
and 1920 could last forever.“ 

Another element adding to the 
nation's difficulties, the Premier 
said, was the hoarding of gold in 
the United States and France. 

„But Italy will survive even this 
crisis,” he declared. If the Italian 
people remain faithful they will al- 
ways be masters of the future and 
arbiters of the nation’s destiny.“

sion, would have opposed McNinch 
because of the alleged power trust 
connection. In the witness chair, 
however, McNinch made a direct 
play for this Progressive support by 
categorically denying that he had 
ever handled any power trust“ 
money in any connection, and by 
declaring that he was a Progressive 
and had the reputation of being a 
„poor man’s” lawyer. 

Senator-elect Bailey attempted to 
prove the connection between Mc- 
Ninch and the Duke Power Co., of 
North Carolina, by pointing out 
that four of the men who contrib- 
uted to McNinch’s anti-Smith cam- 
paign fund were allied with banks 
and companies thought to be un- 
der the domination of the power 
company. 

Bailey declared that McNinch 
was known as a poor man’s law- 
yer because no rich man would hire 
him. “He would never turn down 
a fee from a rich man if it were 
offered,“ declared Bailey. 

Representative Warren charged 
that McNinch was a “political ad- 
venturer,” and read an editorial 
from a North Carolina newspaper 
charging that the nominee was the 
“pay-off” man for the power in- 
terests in the 1928 campaign. 

Senator-Elect for McNinch., 

Senator Morrison, one of the 
most colorful witnesses to appear 
before the committee, denied the 
allegations of Bailey and Warren, 
declaring that McNinch had said 
they were untrue and that the word 
of an elder should be sufficient. 

Morrison said that he himself 
was the substantial holder of the 
securities and for that reason had 
hesitated to appear before the com- 
mittee. 

“But when I learned that my 
elder and my neighbor were under 
assault, I though I should come to 
his help,” he said. 

“The Duke Power Co.,“ said 
Morrison, “has been greatly mis- 
understood. It is almost a great 
religious and benevolent institu- 
tion, and it is not trying to corrupt 
anybody. James Duke gave two- 
thirds of his fortune to Duke Uni- 
versity and the Methodist Church 
and the same men who are running 
the Duke Foundation are running 
the Duke Power Co. Their busi- 
ness is to run colleges and hos- 
pitals. They are not parties to 
dangerous business. I'll say that 
the Duke Power Co. is doing more 
for my State than any other cor- 
poration in the country.“ 

A Fractional Vote. 

Morrison agreed with Hawes 
that McNinch was not a regular 
Democrat, contending that no man 
who scratched a ticket could be a 
good party man. 

Asked whether he thought the 
Republicans would be strengthened 
on the commission by McNinch’s 
appointment, Morrison replied:

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| WASHINGTON; Dec. 13.—Plans 
call for construction of the giant 
dam ‘of the Boulder Canyon project 
to start about April 10. 

Seeretary Wilbur made public to- 


day the specifications just approved 
by him. Bids will be opened March 
4. The contract for the dam, power 
house’ and all parts of the power 
generation system will be awarded 
to one bidder. 

The first power is slated to be 
generated at the Colorado River 
dam in 1935. The Interior Secre- 
tary has named the dam after 
President Hoover, and the con- 
tracts call it “Hoover Dam.” 

Veterans of all American military 
branches and citizens of the United 
States will be preferred to do the 
work. The contractor will be re- 
quired to recruit labor from these 
two classes, so far as possible. Be- 

tween 1000 and 3000 jobs will be 
available. 

Reclamation Commissioner Mead 
said $300,000,000 would be spent on 
the project, of which $165,000,000 
has been authorized by Congress. 
The rest would be expended by the 
states affected. 

The dam will tower 727 feet from 
the floor of Black Canyon and be 
650 feet thick at the bottom and 48 
feet at the top. It will be 1180 feet 
long and must be ready for storage 

pt water by June 15, 1935. 

calling for construction of coffer- 
dams by not later than May 1, 1933, 
the plans require ghe placing of th 
first mass concrete for the da 
proper by not later than Dec. 1. 
1933, and provide for completion of 
five-sevenths of the dam by Sept. 1, 
1935. The project is expected to 
be completed in seven years. 

The Government reserved the 
right to begin generating power 
when 495 feet depth of water has 
been stored. Power generation is 
expected to start 20 months before 
the dam is completed, with four 
units to be in operation. Two 
more units will be started within 
the next year. 

The dam will tower over all oth- 
er dams in America, reaching 727 
feet. The contract of approxi- 
mately $109,000,000 for the dam 
and power house will be the larg- 
est single contract awarded by the 
Government. The second largest 
dam in the United States is the 
Owyhee Dam, now building in Ore- 
gon, which will be 405 feet high.

HICAGO, which once was 


Derby-mad in the matter of 
future book betting, is not in- 
terested this year. Once singed, 
twice shy is the attitude. Bookies 
recall the trimming they took in 
1924 when Black Gold rambled 
home at 40 to 1 and broke sev- 
eral local bank rolls. In fact 
some of the rolls in question took 
an early train out of town and 
haven't been heard of since.

No horse or mare can, after 
this date, be considered eligible 
for admission unless it can be 
traced without flaw on both 
sire’s and dam’s side of its pedi- 
gree to horses themselves al- 
ready accepted in the earlier 
volume of this book.” 

Under this ruling, a New York 
Press writer.points out, all de- 
scendants of Lexington are 
barred. This excludes, among 
others, descendants of Fair Play 
and of course Man O' War, Fair 
Play’s son. 

That’s about the limit. For 
Man O’ War not only proved 
his thoroughbred standing as a 
race horse, but as a sire, he pro- 
ducing some of the greatest rac- 
ers the recent American turf 
has known.

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JOCKEY KUMMER, WHO 

RODE MAN O' WAR, DIES 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Clarence 
J. Kummer, famous jockey, who 
rode Man O War to many victories, 
died today at his home in Jamaica, 
Queens. He was 31 years old. 
Kummer had been ill for several 
days with pneumonia. 

In 1920 Man O’War won 11 races 
and Kummer was in the saddle in 
nine of them. 

Starting his career 15 years ago 
as a lad of 6, he rode some of the 
best horses in the country, winning 
almost all of the important prises 
except the Fentucky Derby and 
Belmont Futurity. 

In 1925, with Kummer up, Man 
OWar defeated Sir Barton at 
Kenilworth. That was the last race 
in which the famous horse and 
the noted jockey were associated. 

Surviving Kummer are his wid- 
ow and twe children. 

Kummer had been out of the 

saddle for more than four years. 
As a result of contract difficulties, 
his application for a license was 
laid on the table by the stewards 
of the jockey club here in March, 
1926, this action barring him from 
New York tracks.

Woman to Supervise 
Replica of Mt. Vernon 
At Paris Exposition 


ISS ANNE MADISON WASH- 
INGTON, great - great - great 
niece of Gen. George Washing- 
ton, will supervise the reproduc- 
tion of the interiors of Mount Ver- 
non for the exhibition of that re- 
nowned American shrine in replica 
at the International Colonial Ex- 
position at Paris next year, May 1 
to Oct. 31. 

Miss Washington is a descendant 
of two Presidents of the United 
States, her mother having been of 
the family of James Madison, 
fourth of the nation’s chief execu- 
tives. 

The father of Miss Washington, 
Lawrence Washington, was the last 
child to be born at Mount Vernon. 
His father was John Augustine 
Washington, the last owner of 
Mount Vernon, who was a Lieu- 


tenant-Colonel on the staff of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee during the civil war. 
This branch of the family goes 
back to the first John Augustine, 
younger brother of the Father of 
His Country. 

Mount Vernon is to be repro- 
duced in actual size on the exposi- 
tion grounds at Paris, and will oc- 
cupy a site overlooking the River 
Seine, comparable to the location 
of the national shrine on the Po- 
tomac, Prominent furniture man- 
ufacturers of Grand Rapids, are 
now working with Miss Washing- 
ton in the design of the handsome 
old furniture, the deep cupboards, 
and intricate moldings of Mount 
Vernon, for installation in the 
replica. Twelve rooms of the 
Washington family mansion will be 
reproduced in Paris.
